Planes to One 
Of Attackers 


By RELMAN MORIN. 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 7.—(#)— 
Tearing apart the Axis air opposi- 
tion at the rate of 19 enemy planes 


destroyed to one Allied craft lost, 
thundering squadrons of Allied 
bombers and fighter-bombers held 
the Italian islands and Italy her- 
self under almost unbroken attack 
over the weekend. 

Communiques issued today here 
and in Cairo, the latter headquar- 
ters for the Middle East command, 
briefly told a story of shattering 
assaults all along the Italian Medi- 
terranean island defenses, against 
both sides of the Messina strait of 
Mussolini’s homeland. 

Allied planes sweeping out from 
North Africa and the Middle East 
threw their greatest raids against 
the long-punished island of Pan- 
telleria, but Sicily and the main- 
land supply ports of Messina, San 
Giovanni and Reggio Calabria 
were hard hit as well. 

Threw the Boot. 
The Allies threw in virtually 


force built up along the shores of 
Africa — Wellingtors, Fortresses, 
Liberators, Baltimores, Bostons, 
Marauders, Mitchells, P-40s, Spit- 
fires, 

They again met 
German fighter strength, particu- 
larly over Pantelleria, but they 
smashed through every enemy 
formation, downing an aggregate 
of 16 fighters, two bombers and 
one transport at the cost of a sin- 
gle Allied plane lost over Pantel- 
leria. 

The biggest single blow dealt 
the enemy’s fighter strength was 
struck by 50 Liberators of the Mid- 
dle East command which went 
over to pound Messina, Reggio Ca- 
labria and San Giovanni. They 
blew out of the sky at least eight 
Axis planes, and in all probability 
three more, of an enemy force of 
about 30, 

None’ Lost. 

Not one of the 50 
raiders was lost. 

Pantelleria, a strip of Axis 
ground that week on end has 
shaken in flames under Allied 
bombs, was hit first by heavy 
bombers and then by mediums 
and fighter-bombers, eight enemy 
fighters being shot down. 

At Messina, the railroad yards 
were sprayed with bombs, and ex- 
plosives fell also in the vicinity of 
the power station, naval barracks 
and oil tanks. Bomb bursts lighted 
up Reggio Calabria’s harbor area: 
the ferry terminal at San Giovan- 
ni was squarely hit. 

(The Italians asserted that 
five Allied planes were 
brought down in the Messina 
strait raids; that seven were 
destroyed over Pantelleria and 
that three additional Allied 
planes were knocked down in 
other operations. The sinking 
of an Allied submarine by 
Italian naval action also was 
claimed.)

Five Georgians Thousands of Dutch 
Executed for Strike 


NEW YORK, June 7.—(AP)—Hundreds and perhaps 
'thousands of Dutch citizens were executed in reprisal for the 
| strike which took place in the Netherlands in late 
April and early May, according to information received by 
‘the Office of War Information and made public today. 

Dr. Folkert E. Posthuma, Dutch‘ 


freed in 1940, would be reclassi- 
fied as prisoners of war and would 
be sent to Germany for forced 
labor in Nazi war plants. 

Within half an hour, the OWI 
report asserted, cities and villages 
throughout the country completely 
changed appearance. Factories, 
shops and public offices closed. 
Buses stopped in the streets. Only 
automatic telephones operated and 
only railroad, gas, light and water 
services continued. Farmers left 
their fields, slaughtered their ani- 
mals and hid the carcasses to pre 
vent their seizure by the Nazis. 
Law courts suspended sessions. 

Wholesale arrests began the 
next day, particularly in industrial 
centers, in an effort to break the 
strike. 

Many of those arrested during 
the next few days were kept as 
hostages. German police trucks, 
armed with machineguns, cruised 
the deserted streets. Curfew from 
8 p. m. until 6 a. m. was strictly 
enforced, and groups of more than 
five were forbidden to gather. 
People looking out of windows 
during curfew hours were shot at, 
and those who misunderstood the 
curfew orders also were fired 
upon by the German police, the 
report said.

Atlanta Sailor 
Has Close Call 
With Jap Bomb 


Louis Castleberry, 
Wounded at Pearl Har- 


bor, Home for Rest. 

Louis O. Castleberry, seaman 
first class on the U. S. S. Pennsyl- 
vania when Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked, knew the bomb had his 
name on it. He heard the bomb 
coming and it wasn't whistling, sO 
“I knew it was coming close.” 

It did. It landed within 10 feet 
of Castleberry and his buddies on 
an antiaircraft gun. It blew them 
into the air. 

“T felt as if I was going down, 
but I found out later I was going 
up,” Castleberry said here yester- 
day after 18 months of hospitals a 
long way from Pear! Harbor. 

“The bomb killed three of my 
best bucdies, but I got out with 
injuries.” 

Castleberry recently got his hon- 
orab!e medical discharge from the 
Navy at the Naval hospital in the 
Charleston Navy Yard. He’s back 
home to say “Hello” to his par- 
ents Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Castle- 
berry, before going to the north 
Georgia mountains for fishing and 
resting. 


Enlisted in 1939. 

As for his future plans as a 
civilian, Castleberry says he has 
had several letters from defense 
industries in the southeast offering 
him jobs, but he plans to become 
acclimated to civilian life before 
deciding upon a job. 

A graduate of Milton High 
school, Alpharetta, Ga., Castle- 
berry enlisted in the Navy in No- 
vember, 1939. 

He was aboard the U. S. S. 
Pennsylvania in drydock at Pearl 
Harbor. on the December morning 
the Japs pulled their sneak at- 
tack. 

“Seven Jap glider bombers came 
at us, and only one bomb scored 
u scratch on the Pennsylvania,” 
he recalls. “But I happened to be 
in that only unlucky spot aboard 
the ship.” 

Had the Japs overshot their 
mark by a mere 15 feet, Castle- 
berry says, they never would have 
hit the big battle wagon. Only 
one of the bombs did any damage 
aboard the Pennsylvania. The 
others hit in the vicinity and 
struck the destroyers Cassin and 
Downes in the drydock just ahead 
of the Pennsylvania. 

It was a pretty helpless feeling 
to have the big battleship tied up 
in drydock as the Jap planes 
swarmed over the harbor, Castle 
berry says, but, in spite of the 
huge target the ship presented, 
the Pennsylvania’s guns held the 
Japs off for two hours, turning 
swarms of them away twice be- 
fore their third try struck home. 

Withstood Attack. 

Castleberry was manning an 
antiaircraft gun on the big ship’s 
boat deck when the bomb ex- 
ploded, blowing him into the air. 
The resulting flames scorched him 
about the legs and body and the 
impact injured his left ear drum. 

But the Pennsylvania withstood 
the attack and within a few days, 
after temporary repairs, sailed out 


#|in search of the Japs and has 


SSR 


been after them ever since. 

Particularly vivid in Castle- 
berry’s mind of many battle 
scenes is the one of the Jap plane 
crews cruelly straffing Bluejackets 
and Marines, who had escaped 
the holocaust aboard the Okla- 
homa and the Arizona and were 
swimming toward shore or other 
ships. 

“T had a birds-eye view of it 
all from the boat deck of the 
Pennsy,” Castleberry declares, 
and with that he gets fighting 
mad all over again. He really gets 
bitter when he speaks of the 
gloating Jap pilots who, after 
launching their torpedoes, circled 
about the area, shaking their fists 
and waving small Jap flags at the 
Americans. 

Castleberry says the attack 
came on one of the most beauti- 
ful Sunday mornings he ever had 
seen in Hawaii. He had just fin- 
ished “chow.” He was sitting on

WASHINGTON, June 7.—()— 
The Food Distribution Administra- 
tion of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture reported today that 


demand for peanuts in the south- 
east “continues very good but only 
a few cars were available for the 
edible trade.” 


“Apparently shellers’ stocks are 
about cleaned up until the new 
crop comes in,” the agency’s week- 
ly peanut survey said. 


“A number of mills have discon- 
tinued operations for this season,” 
the FDA added. 


Generally, “growing conditions 
are now favorable in all peanut 
producing sections,” said the re 
port. “In the Virginia-Carolina 
area planting of Virginia type pea- 
nuts is practically completed and 
Spanish are now being planted. 

“In those areas of Oklahoma and | 
Arkansas which were flooded 
earlier this month, replanting is 
progressing satisfactorily tis ex- 
pected that much of the acreage 
which was flooded out will be re. 
planted. Some cotton acreage 
which was flooded out will be re- 
planted.

Teaching blind flying hat given many a pilot-instructor 
a 50-caliber headache, because the methods of cutting off 
the vision of the student also obscured that of the instructor. 


Not any more, Captain Edward 
F. Smith, senior pilot for Delta Air 
Lines, turned up with a simple, 
but valuable, little contraption 
which solves the problem, adding 
“collision insurance.” 

Put in place over the left side 
of the airliner’s V-shaped wind- 
shield, the new _ safety device, 
which resembles a Venetian blind 
with the shutters arranged verti-| 
cally, it is set at an angle allow- | 
ing the instructor to see out from) 
| the right seat of the plane. |

The shutters are at such an}! 
angle that the student cannot see’ 
through the openings between 
them. A cloth is placed over the 
window by the student's head ard 
another one is strung between him 
and the instructor, leaving room 
for the instructor to see out the 
left side. 

e The shield was built by the com- 
pany’s technicians under the su- 
pervision of Captain Smith. It is 
designed for use on airliners and 
military ships of similar type.

Developments in Argentina since the brief 
revolution which ousted the pro-Axis President 
Ramon S. Castillo have been so confused it is 
impossible for the outside world to form co- 
herent opinion of what the future foreign 
policy of that country will be. 

Gentra!] Arturo Rawson, leader of the suc- 
cessful revolutionaries, has himself resigned 
as head of the new government, turning the 
responsibility over to General Pedro Ramirez. 
Ramirez and Rawson are reported to have been 
unable to agree on organization of a new cabi- 
net. But, before resigning, Rawson had issued 
a decree dissolving the Argentine congress. 

Some observers see significance in the fact 
that all statements issued by the new regime, 
whether under Rawson or Ramirez have, ap- 
parently designedly, not once used the words 
“democracy” or “freedom.” Nor did the decree 
which spoke of the formation of a new con- 
eress indicate its members would be elected. 

At first news of the overthrow of Castillo, 
whose sympathies have always been with the 
Axis, the United Nations assumed the revolt 
would place Argentine in line with the other 
Latin American countries, all of which have 
at least broken Miplomatic relations with the 
Axis powers and some of which have declared 


war. . 

However, Rawson, during his tenure of of- 
fice, acted only to suppress Communist activi- 
ties and this was seized upon by Berlin as basijs 
for a boast that Argentine still remained a 
fnenu of Germany. | 

The situation is utterly confused. It will 
probably be days before complete clarification 
comes. In the meantime, the United Nations 
can only hope that the change will, at least, 
make it more difficult for Axis agents to use 
Argentina as a clearing house for information 
on American war activities and the movements 
of Allied shipping in the Atlantic.

There is reason for optimism in the find- 
ings of recent Gallup polls conducted in the 
United States and in Britain on the same 
question.

Cuba began to get her

ONE WORD MORE

A FEW MEMORIES MIAMI, Fla. June 7.—(By Mail.)— 


Getting to Cuba isn’t now as simole as 
it was before December 7, 1941. Cuba has gone to wor on our 
side now and the waters between the’ mainland and the Pearl of 
the Antilles usually includes a Nazi sub or so. 


So, one flies or one catches a ride with the 
Cuban navy. Or with one of our own Army 
planes. The last is difficult. So is the second 
suggestion and as to the first one, Pan Amer- 
ican’s plane usually is sold out for a few 
weeks in advance. 


So one gets to Miami and maybe waits. There 
was a time when one could take the leisurely 
P, & O. boats out of the port of Tampa, or out 
of Miami, If one went from Port of Tampa 
there was a tropical night aboard and a stop of 
three hours the next morning at Key West. 
These boats were popular during prohibi- 
tion. Americans, weary of the farce, used to 
jam the boats. Those were the lush days for 
Cuba. Sugar was selling for plenty and the 
cane cutters in the fields wore silk underwear 
and in their off hours had striped silk shirts 
and yellow shoes. 
“The Dance of the Millions,” they called it. 
We had our own. And we fell on evil days even as did Cuba. We 
got out with Franklin D. Roosevelt and his courage and vision. The 
Cubans had to rebel to get out of the clutches of one of the most 
evil despots the world has ever known ... Gerardo Machado. He 
is dead now and I guess he is in hell on the hottest grid. He earned 
it and, if they cook him with gas instead of coal, it still will be 
all right with a lot of Cubans. I admire the Cubans. They are a 
forthright people. 
I was in Cuba for a time during the last weeks of the rule of 
Gerardo Machado and it was pretty bad. 


UGLY THINGS He had closed up the university. The stu- 

dents were against him. It is rather heart- 
ening to note how university students in any country always have 
the courage to oppose evil and men who do evil. 


He not only closed up the university, but he arrested hundreds 
of students and many of the faculty. It was a literal truth that 
shark ftishermen often cut open their sharks to find the hand or 
part of the body of some unknown. Now and then there would 
be a pair of cuff links that could be identified. These men had 
been dropped into the sea from the old fort not far from where 
the battleship Maine was blown up by the Spaniards. (Yes, I know 
they never did prove it. But who else would wish to blow it up?) 


Many of the Cuban students were imprisoned and many were 
tortured. I very well remember the three students who came to 
my room in a hotel in Havana in 1934 just before the blow-off, 
and stripped off their shirts to show me their scars. All had been 
beaten so hard their backs were lined with scars. One of them 
had been cut severely and there was a great deep scar in his side. 


They hated Machado with a hatred which was rather fearful. 
And he never succeeded in breaking their spirits. They kept plot- 
ting and making bombs, I was taken into the wine cellar of a 
gentleman’s home one evening. He was a member of the Rotary 
Club and most respectable. Yet I never was quite comfortable 
because many of the wine cases contained dynamite. It was one of 
the cellars where bombs were made. 


The evil men never are as strong as they seem to be. They 
rule as long as they can inspire fear and terror, as long as they 
can spread lies and blacken character. But, all one has to do is. 
fight them and they will go down to defeat. They are tough only 
so long as they can intimidate with force. 


The people of Cuba got Machado. They got him largely because 
a sergeant in the army, Fulgencio Batista, could no longer endure 
to see the suffering of the Cuban people. He made a rebellion. 


Machado fled in a plane and he never got back to Cuba. They 
called him ‘“‘The Butcher,” and he earned the name. 


INTERVIEW I had what was probably the last interview Ma- 

chado gave before he fled his country. I recall 
very well the suicide of a young man in a park as 1 walked to that 
interview. He had dressed himself in his best suit, clutched the red 
flowers of the hibiscus in one hand, and killed himself with a 
revolver held in the other hand, It was a gesture of protest against 
the despot, 


At the castle there were sandbags, machineguns, and soldiers. 
Machado talked no English and I no Spanish. There was an in- 
terpreter. The interview was no good. But I will never forget his 
heavy, pock-marked face and his dull, yet restless eyes. The jig 
was about up. He felt it. 


It was there I developed a nfighty respect for Sumner Welles, 
now next to Cordell Hull in our State Department. That was 
August, 1933. He was ambassador to Cuba. He had stood like a 
man and it was a time of danger. I recall that day his starched 
collar was trim and neat. My collar was wet as a rag. It was hot 
in that building, with drapes at the windows and only a few fans 
puddling the air. But Welles was cool, He alway is. 

It was not many days later the storm broke. Ms do fled. And 
new deal. It has been difficult, but the 
progress has been steady. Batista has done a good job. I wish 
Americans knew more about Cuba and what a good neighbor she 
really is. 


Two Can't Be Happy Together 
If Either Thinks Only of Himself 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A recent magazine article reports the work of some alarmed 
sociologists, who made a study of marriage and divorce, and now 
are able to tell in advance whether any two people will be happy 
together if they marry. 

Their predictions are based on statistics and the law of aver- 
ages, but all of their wisdom boils down to this: that the people 
most likely to succeed in marriage are the sensible, educated, well- 
brought-up, mannerly and decent ones who are also most likely to 
succeed at anything else. 

The chief cause of failure in marriage is selfishness. One need 
not be a sociologist to predict that spoiled and self-centered people, 
incapable of considering the rights of others, will make a mess of 
marriage or any other kind of partnership. 

If a young man has been spoiled and petted for 20-odd years; 
never disciplined or restrained or taught the meaning of duty and 
responsibility, and always permitted to have his own way without 
restraint or hindrance, he is not good husband material. 

Any girl who marries him will be doomed to a life of sacrifice 
and misery. He will think only of himself. He will be incapable 
of regarding his wife as an equal partner. If he earns the money, 
he will think all of it belongs to him. If he gives his wife money 
to buy a pair of shoes, he will think it an act of generosity in- 
stead of duty. 

So the spoiled and selfish girl who has ruled her own family 
will make life a hell on earth for any man who marries her. She 
will begin with firm ideas about marriage, but she will think only 
of a husband’s duties and a wife’s privileges. She will make no 
secret pledges to be a good wife and do all she can to help. She 
will think only of what she can get. And she will sincerely believe 
that everything her husband makes belongs of right to her. 


Since the poor guy loves her, he will try to preserve peace by 
giving her full control of his pocketbook and his soul: but unwill- 
ing servitude and surrender of pride and self-respect will crack any 
human spirit in the course of time, and eventually he will give up 
and resign himself to shame and misery. Then his wife will blame 
him for not keeping her happy. 

To insure happy marriage, start with nice people—and start 
_with slipper tea before they Ret ‘spoiled a and hateful.

In his monthly report on muni- 
tions production, Chairman Don- 


ald M. Nelson, of the War Pro- 
duction Board, said today the out- 
put of heavy bombers in April 
was 18 per cent above March. 


While he did not announce pro- 
duction in numbers, the increases 
indicated production of about 600 
four-engine bombers in April, 
since Nelson previously had an- 
nounced that the March produc-| 
tion exceeded 500 for the first) 
time. 


As greater emphasis is placed 
on heavy bombers, Nelson said, | 
extensive new facilities for their| 
manufacture will become avail-' 
able. The rapidity with which 
these new facilities can be brought 
into production, he added, will 
partly determine the success in 
meeting this year’s airplane goals. 


Nelson conceded, ho.vever, that 
it will be “difficult” to meet the 
goals since in the first four 
months only 19 per cent of the 
year’s objective for combat planes 
was attained. Production of serv- 
ice planes, including observation 
and photographic types, was 20 
per cent of the year’s goals, while| 
trainer production ran ahead with| 
36 per cent. 


On a dollar-weighted basis, 
production of airplanes, airplane | 
armament and related items in- 
creased 8 per cent in April, the out. | 
standing gain being in heavy 
bombers and Navy fighter planes. 
On the dollar-weighted basis, a 
heavy bomber gives more credit 
than a medium bomber, a medi- 
um bomber more than a fighter, 
and so on. Consequently, the fig- 
ure does not necessarily repre- 
sent a corresponding increase in| 
all types of planes.

fighters jumped by nearly 50 per 
cent. 

The over-all increase in muni- 
tions production was 7 per cent 
over March. Principal categories, 
in addition to planes, are: Ground 
ordnance, up 4 per cent; Navy 
and Army vessels, up 3 per cent; 
merchant vessels, up 11 per cent; 
miscellaneous munitions, up 11 
per cent. 

Nelson described the 7 per cent 
increase as “somewhat more than 
can be expected as an average” 
at this stage of the program, and 


| said that by the end of this year 


the monthly rate of increase prob- 
ably would be tapered off consid- 
erably, with maximum output to 
be reached some time in 1944, 

Nelson also described April 
production as in better balance 
than at any time since Pearl Har- 
bor. The cost of munitions pro- 
duced in the month reached al- 
most $5,000,000,000, with aircraft 
and related munitions accounting 
for $1,649,000,000, or one-third of 
the total.

Our statesmen, including our Pres- 
ident, spoke to them and assured 
them that the country would never 
forget them. 

And did it? 

Well, it was not a great many 
years afterwards that some of the 
veterans were selling apples in the 
streets to get enough money to 
keep body and soul together. It 
was not a great many years after- 
‘wards that they were being driv- 
‘en pell-mell out of the capital city 
lof their nation and treated like 
panhandlers because they had the 
temerity to demand readjusted 
compensation, generally known as 
the bonus. 

They had been told that they 
would come home to their old jobs. 
There were no jobs for them. The 
civilian population tired of the 
war and resentful of the veterans 
shunted them aside and paid no 
further attention to them—the 
same civilian population that 
cheered the boys on their way to 
war. And the incapacitated among 
the veterans went to the hospitals 
to be completely forgotten. 

I have asked you before, gen- 
tle reader, and I ask you again, 
how often have you visited a ”os- 
pital to see these broken heroes 
of another era? I would like to 
ask you how often have you sent 
a book a little flower, to them? 
I would like to ask you how often 
have you even thought of them? 

How many persons do you know 
who have visited them or sent 
them a token of remembrance to 
them? And of the thousands of 
women galloping around in uni-

NEW YORK CITY, Sunday.—Yesterday morning I went to a 
meeting of the Youth Builders in Town Hall. Miss Sara Holrbook 
seems to be developing some very thoughtful youngsters in this 
organization of school children. I was surprised 
that so many young people would sit so long 
and listen to speeches. They tackled prob- 
lems which many of their elders would prob- 
ably feel they knew little or nothing about. 

It is good training for future citizens, however. 

Mr. Newbold Morris whispered to me that 
one eight-year-old boy had come to him and 
told him that he “had invented a marvelous 
anti-aircraft gun, but for some reason he could 
not get the War Department to consider it.”

That brought up the question of 
the “great misquote,” in which 
Gunder is supposed to have said 
that he wouldn't run for an Ameri- 
can war charity. He replied again 
that he had been done dirt, and 
added that “hereafter I will al- 
ways be on my guard around 
newspapermen.” 

“My wife feels the same way,” 
one of the boys wheezed. 

“She must be a nice person,” 
Haegg replied mirthlessly, through 
the sieve of his translator. 

Here are his plans: 


He'll go away some place 
“where I can get close to na- 
ture,” and work out for a half 
hour each evening. He’ll run in 
the National Championships on 
June 19-20, but doesn’t know yet 
whether he’ll run in the 1,500- 
meter vent, in which he is sched- 
uled to face our current cham- 
pion, Gil Dodds. He’d prefer to 
run longer distances at the start 
of his American campaign—par- 
ticularly the 5,000-meter event, 
but said he’d do his best to get 
himself ready to meet our better 
men, who run shorter distances.

One of his problems 
here will be to keep from eating 
himself lopsided, but he doesn’t 
think he’ll do that. He admitted 
that the Swedes saw to it that 
he got a little more meat than 
other Swedes eat, these past few 
months. His main concern is our 
heat, which he thinks will keep 
him from coming very close to 
the world marks he holds for 
every distance from 1,500 to 5,- 
000 meters. 


Haegg thinks that somebody will 
run the mile in four minutes, one 
of these days, but it won’t be he. 
His world record is 4:04.6. The 
record he is proudest of is his 1,500 
meter mark of 3:45.8. He thinks 
that will be toughest to beat. 

He doesn’t know what makes 
him a good runner. His stride is 
average, he says; he doesn’t pay 
any particular attention to diet, 
doesn’t run with a stop watch in 
his hand, and the training he does 
in snow is just incidental, because 
there’s usually snow where he 
lives.

Colt Expected To Be 
Ready for Arlington

NEW YORK, June 7.—(?)— 
Whether Count Fleet keeps his 
engagement in the Arlington 
classic at Chicago July 24 depends 
on the seriousness of an ankle:in- 
jury suffered Saturday while run- 
ning away with the Belmont 
Stakes at Belmont Park. 


The three-year-old champ from 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s barn hit him- 
self during the mile and one-half 
jaunt, which he won by 30 lengths. 
The ankle, his left one, filled soon 
after the race and still was swol- 
len today but Stable Foreman 
Ralph Hewitt said he was hopeful 
the Count would be able to travel 
west for the next big three-year- 
old stake. 

“He has not taken a lame step 
since returning to his stall,” said 
Hewitt in the absence of Trainer 
Don Cameron, “That fact alone 
makes us hopeful that the injury 
is not serious. We can’t tell, how- 
ever, until after. X-ray pictures 
are developed whether the injury 
is any more than a deep gash and 
severe wrench. If the injury is 
not serious, he’ll probably be back 
in training in four or five days.” 
Johnny Longden, who rode the 
son of Reigh Count to victory in 
all his races this year, said the 
Count evidently landed on a hard 
spot on the track, causing him to 
be thrown off balance and rap 
himself. He said he felt the colt 
falter and take several irregular 
strides but after a quarter-mile he 
swung back into stride and cov- 
ered the distance in 2:28 1-5, a 
new record for the stake. 

This is the second time the 
Count has been injured this 
spring. He suffered a cut on his 
left hind leg in the Wood Memo- 
ral but it was not serious enough 
to interrupt his training for the 
Kentucky Derby. From the Derby, 
he went on to take the Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes—the sixth 
horse in American turf history to 
win the “Triple Crown.” In be- 
tween he also accounted for the 
Withers—the second horse ever to 
win all four stakes. As a result 
his earnings soared to $250,300.

Illinois Miners Win 


$1.50-a-Day Increase; 


11 Million 


Tons Lost 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—(AP)—The Illinois section of 


the soft coal industry agreed 


today to give John L. Lewis’ 


United Mine Workers an increase of $1.50 a day. An Illinois 
union leader immediately hailed this as setting the pattern 
for the rest of the industry, while representatives of opera- 
tors in Washington bargaining negotiations, conducted sep- 
arately from those in Illinois, said any agreement there 


“certainly will not bind us.” 

At the same time Secretary 
Ickes estimated that last week’s 
idleness in the mines cost 11,000,- 
000 tons of coal, and called on 
Lewis to seek an end to scattered 
strikes which remained in effect 
today as most of the 500,000 min- 
ers went back to the pits under 
a two-week truce. 

The Illinois operators offered to 
make the $1.50 increase retroac- 
tive to April 1. While the miners 
originally demanded $2 a day in- 
crease in this and other fields, 
Lewis said last week that the 
mine workers had offered—and 
the Appalachian and _ southern 
operators rejected—a compromise 
on a temporary basis of $1.50 
while a commission considered the 
miners’ demands for underground 
travel pay. The Illinois cffer was 
accepted as the basis of negotia- 
tions by Ray Edmundson, state 
UMW president, who said at Chi- 
cago that the Illinois operators 
have coal interests in eight other 
states, covered by the Washington 
negotiations. 


A Pattern. 

“These (Illinois) negotiations 
should serve as somewhat of a 
pattern for the rest of the indus- 
try,” Edmundson observed. 

But Harry Moses, an official of 
United States Steel Corporation 
mining companies, said the Illi- 
nois bargaining “affects only 23,- 
000 miners—less than we have in 
one company,” and observed: 

“Any agreement there certainly 
does not bind us here and we are 
not a party to it.” 

For himself, Moses said he 
would prefer to resign from the 
Illinois Coal Operators Associa- 
tion rather than be committed to 
the $1.50 raise. 


Used To Wait. 

In the past Illinois operators 
normally have waited for negotia- 
tion of the Appalachian contract, 
covering big eastern fields, before 
entering negotiations. Governor 
Dwight H. Green, of Illinois, said 
the decision to go ahead without 
waiting for an Appalachian agree- 
ment means that Illinois coal pro- 
duction will continue beyond Lew- 
is’ June 20 deadline.for conclusion 
of negotiations, regardless of ac- 
tion in other fields. 

There remained, however, the 
question whether the War Labor 
Board would approve any increase 
of $1.50 or more. WLB turned 
down the miners’ original $2 de- 
mand, but left the way open to 
negotiations on underground tra- 
vel pay. 

Ickes, federal operator of the 
coal mines, sent this telegram to 
the president of the United Mine 
Workers of America: 

“Tt is reported to me that Lane 
Colliery, Glen Alden Coal Com- 
pany, Plymouth, Pa.; Midland 
Mine, Pittsburgh Coal Company, 
and Watson mine, Westmoreland 
Company, Conemaugh, Pa., closed 


today because the miners have re- 


fused to report for duty. 

“T expect that you will use your 
best efforts to see that these men 
and any others who may still be 
out on strike return to their posts 
immediately. 

War Effort Hit. 

“It is estimated that the inter- 
ruption of production last week re- 
sulted in the loss of about 11,000,- 
000 tons of coal which cannot be 
recaptured. This loss of tonnage 
substantially interferes with the 
conduct of the war and with the 
nation’s ability to provide coal for 
house heating next winter. Every 
ton of coal that'can be mined now 
is vital. I expect your assistance 
and that of every person in the 
coal industry to the end that there 
is no interruption of work, how- 
ever restricted it nay be, so that 
the nation can be assured the sup- 
ply of coal which it needs. It is 
my job to see that this coal is pro- 
vided. I must insist that coal be 
supplied. 

“T expect you to do your part 
in this job and I shall expect and 
insist that the operators and the 
operating managers of the mines 
do their part.” 

All Are Back. 

Almost simultaneously, John P. 

Rusarello, president of the miners’ 


that all western Pennsylvania soft 
coal miners were now in line with 
the back-to-work order. This re- 
sulted when the Midland local vot- 
ed late today to return to posts to- 
morrow. 

The miners returned to their 
jobs under a deadline set by Lewis 
to expire June 20, and bargaining 
between the operators and the 
union was resumed meanwhile in 
Washington conferences. 

About half of the 13,000 men 
who work 41 mines in Kentucky’s 
Harlan county still were out, and 
Ed Bean, United Mine Workers’ 
representative at Harlan, said the 
men were dissatisfied over Wash- 
ington negotiations, did not want 
to work under another truce, and 
wanted a definite wage contract. 

Six Idle Ohio Mines. 

In Ohio, six mines remained 
idle—with 3,546 of the state’s 21,- 
000 coal diggers failing to answer 
the whistle blasts—but they had 
a meeting scheduled to determine 
whether to resume work, 

A union official, Adolph Paci- 
fico, said that in his opinion the 
Ohio miners remained out “be- 
cause they are angry with the 
War Labor Board for stopping 


last week. WLB suspended nego- 
tiations because of the miners’ 
walkout last Tuesday. 

Want Contract. 


Workers officials even as reports 
were current that the operators 
were divided on the question 
whether to seek a new contract or 
ask that the War Labor Board 
adjudicate all issues in the con- 
troversy.
